The “ she” mentioned in this 
instance was not a “ her” —or rather 
a female—bat a balloon, one of the 
contestants in the international race 
for the James Gordon Bennett cnp . 
As soon as “ she” was sighted in the 
southwest there was a ringing and 
clanging of bells, whistles blew ; old 
men cracked their heels together in 
delight; the small boy shonted and 
darted for a p osition in the op en; 
dignified y oung ladies gathered their 
skirts] about them and ran to get a 
good v iew ; the business men locked 
their doors and turned out into the 
street; automobilists 
took 
to the 
country 
roads; 
factory 
emp loy ers 
suffered; a few nimble of limb and 
long on agliity climbed to the court 
house tower; the roofs of the build­ 
ings were p eop led'as they were when 
Rome would hav e fete d ay ; the wheels 
of commerce, locally , came to a stop , 
and the heart of the city ’s business 
Interests 
ceased to throb—ev ery one 
was bent on seeing the balloon. 
And the commotion was warranted. 
The scene witnessed|today marked the 
first aerial nav igation ev er seen here. 
In y ears to come we will tell our

toy s) of how ex cited and enthusiastic 
we became when we 
saw the first 
long distanced 
trip 
made in 
the 
clouds. 
The balloon that p assed ov er Rush­ 
v ille at nine o’clock, was the German 
balloon “ Pommern,” with a 7 7 ,000 
cubic feet cap acity and p iloted by 
Oscar Erbsloeh, assisted by Professor 
Olay ton. 
It was the first bag to be 
sent'away at the starting p oint ¡in St 
Louis, and ap p arently has good lead 
on all other comp etitors. 
There were 
nine contestants, and they were started 
fiv e minutes ap art. 
All did not take 
the same course, as one was sighted 
sailing 
ov er Lake 
Michigan 
at 9 
o’clock this morning 
¡¡The balloon^ a~e not equip p ed with 
p rop ellers or other steering ap p aratus 
like airship s, and the art of ballooning 
lies in reaching the right air currents 
fo drift in a certain direction. 
This 
is done by means of handling ballasts 
and regulating their gas bags. 
Where 
they find a fiv e mile westward breeze 
in the |lower air- strata, they would 
p robably find a twenty mile current 
blowing the op p osite direction in a 
higher altitude, and v ice v ersa. 
A number of p ersons throughout the 
county rep orted fseeing balloons 
to­ 
day , and it is thought 
that Rush 
county p eop le 
had the p leasure of 
entertaining (in 
our 
sky 
p arlors) 
about four of the nine contestants. 


¡Rushv ille banks are p rep aring re­ 
p orts to be filed with the State audi­ 
tor. 
The new law p assed by the last 
legislature changed the date for ending 
the fiscal y ear from October 8 1st to 
Sep tember 30th and this has necessita­ 
ted the early p rep aration of the re­ 
p orts. 
Sp ecial forms arranged so as 
to p rov ide for p ublication in book form 
will

Early last fall Mrs. T. W. Betker 
and Mrs. A. L. Stewart hit up on the 
hap p y thought of establishing an in­ 
dustrial school in this city , that they 
could teach children to sp end their 
Saturday afternoons in a p rofitable 
occup ation. 
The two Lady Bountifuls secured 
the old Pearl street church, used as a 
barrack by the Salv ation Army , and 
three each Saturday afternoon they 
labored, teaching the children how 
to sew. 
Many of them made their 
own dresses, and some of them sewed 
for the first time in their liv es 
It 
was a deal of p leasure for the children 
to wear dresses of their own creation, 
and the two women ex p erienced much 
p leasure in seeing the benefit they 
wi re doing aud in seeing the children 
at a work which they seem to thor­ 
oughly enjoy . 
The school grew so large in num ­ 
bers that the two ladies could hardly 
giv e it the attention they desired, and 
they contemp late asking other ladies 
to joint them in conducting the indus- 
trial school. 
Last Saturday Mrs. Betker and Mrs. 
Stewart were in Indianap oils and a t­ 
tended the Mrs. Blanard Industrial 
School. 
Ov er 7 00 children attend this 
school each Saturday and hundreds of 
the former p up ils are now earning 
from ten to thirteen dollars wTeekly . 
Th<? Rushv ille ladies had quite a long 
and p rofitable talk | with ¡Mrs. Blan­ 
ard in which they noted p oints in the 
matter of handling a large number 
of p up ils. 


If p résent p lans materialize Rush­ 
v ille will soon hav e a trust comp any . 
A number of p rominent men, among 
them two of the wealthiest in Rush 
county 
are 
behind 
the mov ement 
towards organizing the trust 
com­ 
p any 
For some time, local men interested 
in financial matters hav e noticed that 
not a few of our citizens journey to 
Oonnersv lle and other 
cities 
each 
week to make time 
dep osits, where 
they draw about three p er cent in­ 
terest. 
They hav e noted that trust 
comp anies throughout 
the 
country 
flourish and p rosp er, and this, together 
with the fact that some Rushv ille p eo­ 
p le bank their monies with trust com­ 
p anies elsewhere, p romp ted them to 
take the initiativ e toward effdcting 
an organization. 
The Connersv ille 
trust comp anies 
carry adv ertising matter in the news­ 
p ap ers of all surrounding cities where 
there are no trust comp anies.

According to Mrs. Bockov er’s story 
her husband had been too friendly 
with a girl who was emp loy ed in their 
home and was deliberately p lanning 
to get rid of his wife. 
Bockov er had 
claimed that 
his wife’s p eop le 
at 
Sharp town had written her a letter 
telling her to come home and leav e 
her husband and children. 
This she 
denied, say ing that her husband had 
asked her to leav e as he was in debt 
and could not keep her and the child 
ren through another winter. 
He hired 
a liv ery rig and borrowed the money 
to p ay her wav home. 
He tnen tried 
to get the children in the Odd FeUows 
Home; finding trie p rocess too long he 
then tried to get them in the Orp hans’ 
Home. 
Mrs. Senior refused to accep t 
the children until their admittance 
had been gained through due p rocess 
of the law. 
The ap p lication was to 
hav e been made Monday , had not the 
mother returned. A1 Bchum and John 
Morgan, rep resenting the Clarksburg 
lodge of Odd Fellows, of which Bock­ 
ov er is ame.iiber, ordered him t> admit 
his wife to the children, ami the girl 
who had been stay ing there was sent 
to her home near Laurel. 
Mrs. Bockov er brought the money 
to p ay Bockov er’s 
debts and 
also 
clothing for the children from the 
home of her p arents near Kokomo. 
For the sak9 of the children it is 
hop ed that all difficulties are 
now 
cleared away and that the husband 
and wife will realize the duty they 
owe to their children.

St. Lonis Enjoys Unique Spec* 
tacle In Start of Big 
Balloon Race. 


iL L MADE A GOOD START 


Condition« Fop tbe International R ace 
Could H ardly H are Been B etter 
and Thousands Enjoy Scene. 


F o u r N ations Are W atching W ith 
Interest the Outcom e o f 
G reat Contest. 


St. Louis, Oct. 22.—Drifting along 
in a direction just west of north when 
lost to view in the haze of falling 
night and with a freshening southeast 
breeze behind them, nine big balloons 
started out last evening competing for 
the honors attached to the winning of 
the second 
international 
aeronautic 
cup race. 
A brilliant moon was shin­ 
ing throughout the middle West and 
conditions seemed Ideal for a record- 
breaking flight. 
A stiiler wind would have been more 
welcome to the occupants of the wick­ 
er cars, which hung like tiny specks 
beneath the great globular gas-filled 
bags, but the five-mile breeze of the 
lower air strata gave promise of splen­ 
did racing currents in the higher alti­ 
tudes. 
The Germans, acting on this 
theory, reached for these courses right 
from the start. 
The French and Eng­ 
lish aeronauts were more conservative 
and selected a middle depth, while the 
Americans raced away at an altitude 
which seemed to take them just clear 
of trees and housetops. 
So low in fact did two of the Amer­ 
ican teams balance their cars that 
there was grave danger of the baskets 
raking a crowded grandstand, and in­ 
tense excitement prevailed. 
The St. 
Louis, one of the largest balloons in 
the race, came so close to the stand 
that it was seized by a squad of sol­ 
diers, swept back to a safer starting 
point, and sent away two minutes af­ 
ter the official word to go was given. 
In the big race there are three bal­ 
loons representing America, three rep­ 
resenting Germany, two for France 
and one for England. 
The basket of 
each balloon contains two occupants, 
the pilot and his aid. 
With a prospect of the breeze hold­ 
ing to the southeast and south, many 
predictions were made that the final 
landing place of the winning balloon 
would be in Minnesota or one of the 
Dakotas. 
Others held to the opinion 
that the upper currents would send 
the crafts further to the east, to find 
a place of descent east of Lake Mich­ 
igan. 
The record of the race, established 
last year by Lieutenant Lahm of the 
United States in a flight from Paris 
to Flying Dales, in the north of Eng­ 
land, is 402 miles, but each aeronaut 
in the present contest confidently ex­ 
pected to exceed that distance. 
The 
start was spectacular in the extreme 
and was witnessed by a throng gath­ 
ered in Forest Park, variously esti­ 
mated from 60,000 to 150,000 persons. 
All St. Louis gazed skyward during 
the late afternoon, but a heavy pall of 
smoke obscured the view from the 
greater distances. 
The action of the 
Germans in taking the higher altitudes 
assisted materially in the start, the 
splendid spectacle that it was. 
Float­ 
ing away along three levels, as many 
as six of the balloons were visible at 
one time, the American contestants 
being the first to disappear in the haze 
along the horizon. 
The German bal­ 
loon Pommern, a bright crome yellow 
globe, No. 1 in the race, was the first 
away, the start being made just 35 
seconds after the scheduled hour of 4 
o’clock. 
The other contestants fol­ 
lowed at intervals of five minutes. 
As 
each was sent away the great crowrd 
broke into cheers, and until they were 
well out of view* the occupants of the 
baskets wrere kept bowing and waving 
their hats in acknowledgment of the 
demonstrations of good wishes and 
good luck. 
The American teams came in for 
the greatest of applause, and when the 
St. Louis, entered by the Aero Club of 
St. Louis, took flight, the shouts and 
cheers were louder than all that had 
gone before. 
A military band station­ 
ed in the grandstand played the na­ 
tional anthem of the nation represent­ 
ed as the various foreign balloons a s­ 
cended. 
For 
the 
American 
teams 
there were “ The Star-Spangled Ban­ 
ner” and “Yankee Doodle” ; for the 
English, “ God Save the King” ; for the 
French, the “ Marseillaise,” and for the 
the Germans, “ Die Wacht Am Rhein.” 
The St. Louis, the last of the con­ 
testants to get under w>ay, was greet­ 
ed by “ Yankee Doodle” at first, and 
then, amid renewed cheering, the band 
struck up “ I Don’t Know' Where I’m 
Going, but I’m on My Way.” 
There 
was another incident 
with the St. 
Louis. 
Ju st before the big bag wfas 
dragged into starting position, a dove 
alighted on the very pinacle and re­ 
mained there until the balloon w'as 
wTell under wfay. 
This was regarded 
as a good omen by the local enthusi­ 
asts. 


FI8 H GAINS POINT 


The Htrrlm a n Pe ople Fina lly Come to 


Oppone nts Te rm*. 


Chicago, Oct, 22.—Stuyvesant Fish 
has obtained a postponement of the 
Illinois Central stockholders’ meeting 
until Dec. 18 . 
The Harriman people 
agreed to the adjournment, although 
they had previously been anxious to 
push matters as rapidly as possible. 
The decision to adjourn the meeting 
was the result of a conference be­ 
tween William Nelson Cromwell for 
Mr. Harriman, and Judge E. H. Farrar 
for Mr. Fish. 
The pvertures came 
from Mr. Cromwell, who sought out 
the Fish people, and declared that he 
wished to come to some sort of agree­ 
ment. 
He was informed by Judge 
F a rra r that the only agreement that 
could be reached was to accept the 
terms of Mr. Fish, which would be the 
adjournment until Dec. 18 , and a de­ 
cision of court, if the Harriman peo­ 
ple so desired, to determine the right 
to vote the 28 6,731 shares of stock 
against which a temporary injunction 
was issued by Judge Ball one week 
ago on the application of Mr. Fish.

New York, Oct. 22.—The diligent la­ 
bors of the clearing house authorities 
during the closed period of business 
activities over Sunday bore fruit Mon­ 
day in a prompt and decisive acces­ 
sion of confidence. 
The stock market 
righted itself like a ship over which 
a squall has passed, and prices all 
through the list started upward and 
in 
some 
instances 
retrieved 
many 
points of last week’s declines. 
The 
field of the troubles in the ranks of 
New York banks was generally under­ 
stood last week, but the force of the 
depression 
which this exerted 
was 
caused by the fears that the troubles 
must run to a culmination and threat­ 
en the involvement of the general 
banking situation. 
A conviction was 
lacking of the power of the clearing 
house to right the difficulty. The mea­ 
sures adopted over Sunday showed so 
clearly the resort to the strong hand 
to root out the conditions which were 
causing apprehension that much of the 
fears were dissolved. The trouble was 
recognized to be one principally of 
personal methods, and with the elim­ 
ination of the persons objected to, the 
objectionable methods were believed 
to be effectively done away with. The 
authoritative 
pronouncement of the 
clearing house committee that the 
banks under criticism had been solv­ 
ent after examination and that assist­ 
ance would be rendered them to meet 
their deposits removed the principal 
fears 
of 
immediate 
consequences. 
Solid satisfaction was felt over the 
policy followed by the clearing house 
in its wider scope as well. 
The lack 
of conservative banking methods and 
the rapid extension of banking control 
by the new element which has been 
curbed has been a subject of disquiet 
for a long time past. 
By a process equivalent to what 
stock operators call “ pyramiding” and 
by use of one bank’s stock as collat­ 
eral for securing control of another, 
a rate of extension was threatened 
which 
would 
involve 
wide 
conse­ 
quences in time of financial stress. 
The United Copper episode last week 
involving clumsy attempts at market 
manipulation and employment of bank­ 
ing resources in futile speculative m a­ 
neuvers proved a danger signal. 
The 
necessity of appeal for assistance to 
the clearance house which grew out 
of the distrust aroused by that dis­ 
creditable episode, threw power into 
the hands of the clearing house to dic­ 
tate terms. 
The outcome is regarded 
with satisfaction. 
William 
Sherer, 
manager of 
the 
clearing house, stated that the situa­ 
tion was under control, that some of 
the more awkward features had been 
eliminated, and that from this time 
there would begin a new era in New 
York banking. 
Mr. Sherer said also 
that the clearing house committee 
would carry out the policy of assisting 
the weaker banks to discharge their 
obligations. 
The committee, it was 
added, would meet every morning to 
pass upon the collateral offered In 
settling debit balances. 
The new of­ 
ficers of the Mercantile bank 
and 
Bank of North America are engaged 
in clearing up many oid accounts and 
obligations contracted by the preced­ 
ing administrations and in inducing 
borrowers to take up their loans so as 
to provide the banks with sufficient 
cash to meet their more pressing re­ 
quirements. 
On the stock exchange the improved 
banking conditions resulted in a rally 
of pronounced proportions, the more 
active issues advancing 2 and 3 points 
with greater gains in some of the spe­ 
cialties.

Washington, 
Oct. 22.—The federal 
government has taken another sensa­ 
tional and advanced step In its war­ 
fare against trusts. 
It has seized 
trust goods passing in interstate traf­ 
fic. 
Acting under orders from the attor­ 
ney general, a $7,000 shipment of leaf 
tobacco consigned from Durham, N. 
C., to the British-Amerlcan Tobacco 
company of Great Britain, was at- | 
tached at Norfolk, Va. The action has j 
been taken by invoking Section 6 of • 
the Sherman anti-trust law, which au- » 
thorized the seizure and condemnation 
by the government of property of any 
trust while in interstate or foreign 
commerce. 
| 
This is the first time the section has 
ever been enforced, but it Is under­ 
stood that similar action may be taken 
against the products of other trusts. 
The government charges that one- 
third of the company’s $30,000,000 cap­ 
ital is held by the Imperial Tobacco 
company 
and 
the 
balance 
by 
the 
American Tobacco company. 
Thje 
government 
further 
charges 
that 
the 
British-American 
company 
has been created as an instrumentali­ 
ty and for the special purpose of de­ 
feating and violating the laws of the 
United States, and while its principal 
office is in London, the chairman of 
the board of managers is an officer of 
the 
American 
Tobacco 
company, 
agatnst which suit for the dissolution 
is already pending. 


The Gre a te s t Lite ra ry Tre a s ure Tha t 
tha World Ha s Los t. 
Perhaps the largest and most valu­ 
able of literary treasures the world 
has lost was the Alexandrian library. 
This collection, the most remarkable 
of tbe ancient world, is said to have 
contained in its most flourishing period 
400,000 or, according to others, 700,- 
000 manuscripts. 
Its royal founder 
collected from all nations their choic­ 
est compositions. We are told that one 
of his successors went so far as to re­ 
fuse to supply the Athenians wdth 
wheat until they had given him the 
original 
manuscripts 
of 
.Eschylus. 
Sophocles and Euripides. 
When J u ­ 
lius Caesar laid siege to the city the 
greater portion of this library w’ns de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
It was later replaced 
by the collection presented to Queen 
Cleopatra by Mark Antony. 
But it 
was 
not 
destined 
to 
endure 
long. 
When the Emperor Theodosius the 
Great In 391 A. D. ordered the destruc­ 
tion of all heathen temples within the 
Homan empire, tbe Christians, led by 
the Archbishop Theophilus, did not 
spare that of Jupiter, in which were 
kept the literary treasures. 
From this 
general destruction about 4,000 manu­ 
scripts escai> ed, only to be burned in 
640 by Saracens under the Caliph 
O m ar—Argonaut.

As important as the condition of the 
tobacco smoked is the state of the pipe 
Itself. 
A straight pipe, with a wide 
bore to the stem, is the best, says the 
London Globe, because it is easy to 
clean with a few twists of a feather. 
No doubt feathers are the finest pipe 
cleaners. 
Next, no doubt, to a good seasoned 
tobacco the greatvsecret of enjoyable 
pipe smoking is to have a battery of 
pipes, so that a frequent change is pos­ 
sible. The ideal plan is never to smoke 
a particular pipe more than once a 
day. 
When done with it should be 
cleaned and stood in the rack, bowl 
downward, and all pipes should be 
used in rotation. 
There is a great art, too, in filling a 
pipe. 
If the tobacco is crammed in 
haphazard It will not burn evenly, and 
a tightly packed pipe is the cause of 
more tongue blisters than even an ill 
conditioned, 
half 
drowned 
tobacco. 
Pipe filling is perhaps the most difficult 
thing a smoker has to deal with. 
Old 
hands cannot be sure of always exact­ 
ly hitting the right degree of even 
density throughout the bowl, and be­ 
ginners invariably make a botch of it. 
Some people will never master the 
tiling in a lifetime, try as they may, 
and they are perforce limited to the 
minor delights of cigar and cigarette 
smoking or at least have to put up 
witli nffxtures which by reason of 
their short, choppy nature are fairly 
fool proof from this point of view. 
A perfectly filled pipe should light at 
once in an evenly glowing disk and 
should burn through almost to the bot­ 
tom 
uninterruptedly, 
preserving 
a 
slightly coned shape the wflole time. 
A curious, not to say unaccountable, 
thing about pipe smoking is the way in 
which the formation of the cake—the 
hard black substance which collects on 
the inside of the bowl—varies with dif­ 
ferent smokers. 
It does not appear to depend on the 
nature of the tobacco used, but almost 
entirely on some mysterious attribute 
of the user. 
With some smokers this 
cake grows rapidly and must be con­ 
stantly pared away, while with others 
its collection is just as slow. 
In either 
case the interior of the bowl must be 
kept as smooth as possible by frequent 
scrapings. 
This insures the rim fire 
necessary for the cone shaped burn­ 
ing. 
A rough bowl means center fire 
and waste of tobacco. 
To many people the first smoke from 
a new pipe is always a terror, but the 
breaking in of a new brier should nev­ 
er be attempted by smoking in the 
ordinary way. 
It must be done by 
some sort of bellows arrangement. 
A 
bicycle pump is not a bad thing. 
The 
pipe should first be packed hard with 
the strongest and juiciest tobacco ob­ 
tainable. 
It is then lighted and drawn 
up to a glow with the mouth. 
A few 
puffs will suffice for this, when it is 
laid on the table and blown at steadily 
until the charge Is all consumed. 
A 
pipe treated in this way is ready at 
once to go in the rack and take its 
turn with the rest.

One man said if Brunaugh had 
no more money than the $1,200 which 
he drew from the bank on Saturday, 
he could not get very far nor stay very 
long. 
“ I don’t know,” said another man. 
“ It looks to me like Brunaugh has the 
best job with the surest pay that he 
has ever had. Whenever he gets broke 
all he will need to do will be to send 
word that he is coming home. 
That 
will bring more money.” 
Henry W. Marshall, president of the 
Western Construction company, was 
ordered to bring with him to the 
grand jury room all the books and pa­ 
pers 
of 
the 
Western 
Construction 
company that related to the street re­ 
pair contract with the pity of Indian­ 
apolis, and everything that would tend 
to show what the profits of the com­ 
pany on the contract have been. 
The 
grand jury evidently wished to know 
why the company did not discover that

anyone connected with the company 
had or could have had any knowledge 
or suspicion of graft. 
When Marshall went fo the grand 
jury room he took with him an arm­ 
load of books and papers.

The society has a

ed from the society entirely, 
ft is said 
there will be charges of graft and mis­ 
conduct of office made ca the floor of 
the convention,

Two 
dozen 
states, from New York to Oklahoma, 
are represented in the delegations. 
Mayor Bookwalter opened the con­ 
vention with an address of welcome 
and Governor Hanly will speak to the 
members during the week. 
Practical­ 
ly all of the remainder of the proceed­ 
ings will have to do with the war, it 
is declared. 
The other officers of the 
organization and the entire directorate 
are said by Everitt’s opponents to be 
lined up against him, but he declares 
he has sufficient support in the direc­ 
torate to take care of himself. 
His support, Charles E. Speer, di­ 
rector of organization, says, is not 
among the directors at all, but in 
friends of his own, appointed by him 
to sit and vote with the directors as 
officers of the society. This procedure 
was first used by him last Friday 
night at a meeting of the officers and 
directors, it is charged, when the op­ 
ponents of the 
president 
withdrew 
from the meeting. 
Involved deeply in the controversy 
is the agricultural paper published by 
Everitt. 
It is charged that he has 
used the society for the benefit of this 
paper and the benefit of his seed busi­ 
ness and that he has not advanced the 
real interests of the members in any 
manner. 
The society, capable of 
much good, it is said, has .become 
merely an advertising scheme in the 
hands of the present president 
There is now pending in the superi­ 
or court a suit by Everitt to obtain 
possession of the list of members in 
the society, which likewise constitutes 
the mailing list of his paper, it is said. 
The suit is not being pushed, because, 
so Everitt says, he expects the con­ 
vention to sustain his right to the 
lists.

Will England Dro p J ap an ? 
Perhaps the mo st immediate effect o f 
the Ang’.o -Russian agreement recently 
signed at St. Petersburg will be to in­ 
cline the British imperial go v ernment 
to heed the demands o f the co lo nies 
fo r J apanese ex clusio n. 
If the alli­ 
ance with J apan is no w a dead letter 
Great Britain will be free to permit 
her co lo nies to shut o ut the J apanese. 
England was co nfro nted with an em* 
barrassing and po ssibly dangero us sit­ 
uatio n w hen her co lo nies insisted upo n 
ex cluding her o wn allies. 
So o ner o r 
later the imperial go v ernment wo uld 
hav e been fo rced to affro nt an ally o r 
risk the disaffectio n o f po werful co lo ­ 
nies. 
If It is no w po ssible to placate 
the co lo nies the British go v ernment 
will do it. I f J apan’s army and nav y 
are no lo nger necessary to British se­ 
curity in India the pressure fro m the 
co lo nies is likely to be stro nger than 
the mo ral o bligatio n to o bserv e a pro f­ 
itless co mpact with J apan. 
The first 
ev idence o f the strength o f the new 
agreement with Russia, therefo re, will 
pro bably be sho wn by a stiffening in 
the British po licy to ward J apanese ex ­ 
clusio n in Canada, Australia and A f­ 
rica. 
Great Britain has nev er in her lo ng 
histo ry go ne o ut o f her way to help 
ano ther po wer, whether an ally o r no t, 
unless there was pro fit in the mo v e 
fo r her. 
If J apan canno t help her she 
is no t likely to help J apan. 
The treaty 
o f alliance may surv iv e, but it maj* 
no t lx ? in fo rce and effect. 
British in­ 
fluence is suppo sed to hav e inspired 
the dispatches fro m Lo udo n which lay 
stress upo n the assumptio n that if the 
United States and J apan sho uld clash 
Great Britain wo uld no t feel herself 
bo und to assist her ally as agaiust the 
United States. 
That J apan reco gnizes the changed 
po sitio n o f affairs is indicated by the 
marked change in her attitude to w’ard 
the rest o f the wo rld. 
There is a co n­ 
spicuo us mo deratio n o f the to ne o f 
co mmunicatio ns fro m the go v ernment 
at To ky o . 
The sudden hush in the 
warlike talk that fo llo wed the intima­ 
tio n that the U nited States was abo ut 
to transfer its battle fleet to the Pa­ 
cific is, to say the least, significant, es­ 
pecially as it was sy nchro no us with 
the anno uncement o f the co nclusio n o f 
the lo ng and difficult diplo matic nego ­ 
tiatio ns that preceded the agreement 
between J apan’s allies and the Russian 
go v ernment. 
Perhaps the British o ut­ 
break against J apanese labo r in Brit­ 
ish Co lumbia and the awkward situa­ 
tio n created fo r J apan thereby had 
so mething to do with it, but the great­ 
er pro bability is that the Anglo -Rus­ 
sian alliance was the mo derating in­ 
fluence.

state, Jersey ’s chief en to mo lo gist Dr. 
Jo hn B. Smith, ho p es to b an ish the 
“skeeters,” esp ecially the kin d that 
carry the germs o f malaria, say s the 
Philadelp hia Press. 
The fish to b e u sed are memb ers o f 
a family called the atherin idae, o f 
which there are fo u rteen p rin cip al v a­ 
rieties an d six ty -fiv e su b v arieties in 
differen t p arts o f the wo rld, an d tho se 
which are to b e set u p o n the trail o f 
the

mo sq u ito es 
are 
called 
Gamb u sia 
affln is 
an d 
Heteran dria 
fo rmo sa, which are to b e fo u n d in the 
waters o f No rth Caro lin a an d adjacen t 
states. 
These fish are co mmo n ly called “to p 
min n o ws” b ecau se they co me to the 
su rface to feed, an d it is kn o wn that 
they esteem as a sp ecial delicacy the 
eggs o f the “skeeter.” 
No w, it has 
b een the chief p ro b lem o f the Jersey 
mo sq u ito fighters to fin d a way to kill 
the eggs b efo re they are hatched in 
the v ario u s marshes o r p lacid p o o ls. 
So it is argu ed that if the water b o d­ 
ies in which the “skeeters” b reed can 
b e sto cked with these fish the “to p 
min n o ws” o n ce they b eco me u sed to 
the temp eratu re an d su rro u n din gs o f 
their ho me will so o n make sho rt wo rk 
o f the mo sq u ito larv ae. 
While Jersey ’s mo sq u ito has earn ed 
a hard n ame fo r the state, the co m­ 
mo n wealth is b y n o mean s the great­ 
est hav en o f the in sect. 
In fact, the 
mo sq u ito is kn o wn as the greatest 
rav ager o f man kin d. 
In dia, fo r in ­ 
stan ce, lo ses ab o u t 2,000,000 o f its 
p eo p le an n u ally thro u gh diseases car­ 
ried b y the deadlier ty p e. 
Italy also 
is a great su fferer. Ab o u t 2,000,000 o f 
its in hab itan ts co n tract malaria each 
y ear with the assistan ce o f the “skeet­ 
er,” an d so me 15,000 die. 
Ou t in the Philip p in es the greatest 
en emy o f the American so ldiers is this 
same in sect, an d to p ro tect themselv es 
they hav e to u se screen s which are al­ 
mo st gau zy in their fin en ess, an d ev en 
these freq u en tly are p ierced b y the 
mo sq u ito s. 
Italy Ju st n o w is try in g to In tro du ce 
in to its water fish called Pseu do mu gil 
slgn ifer, which are o f the same fam­ 
ily as tho se u sed in New Jersey , b u t 
which were taken there fro m Au s­ 
tralia. 
So me tho u san ds were recen tly 
In tro du ced, b u t su fficien t time has n o t 
elap sed to determin e the resu lts. 
Ov er in Hawaii, to o , gamb u sia fro m 
the co astal waters o f Tex as hav e b een 
p laced in can als an d irrigatio n ditches 
to ex termin ate the “skeeters” which 
b reed there. 
The co mmo n Jersey mo sq u ito —the 
cu lex —is n o t the wo rst o f his kin d. In 
fact, tho u gh his b u zz is lo u der than 
the deadlier kin ds, It may b e said that 
his “b ark” is wo rse than his b ite. The 
two wo rst sp ecies are the an o p heles, 
which carries the malarial germ, an d 
the stego ray ia, which was fo u n d in 
Cu b a to carry the y ello w fev er p ara 
site. 
Tho u gh an o p heles do b reed in 
Jersey , they are n o t an y where as n u ­ 
mero u s as the cu lex , which is n o t 
kn o w’ll to b e a tran sm itter o f disease.

So me time ago Dr. Ho llan der p u b ­ 
lished in medical Jo u rn als here details 
o f a case o f men tal deran gemen t which 
he had cu red b y trep hin in g. 
Sin ce 
then he had co n tin u ed his in v estiga­ 
tio n s in that directio n . 
He related the case o f a b o y o f six ­ 
teen who se o v erp o w’erin g wickedn ess 
was remo v ed alo n g with a strip o f 
b o n e fro m his sku ll. He was a liar, a 
thief, a b u lly an d a mischiev o u s de­ 
stro y er o f p ro p erty an d was witho u t 
a sen se o f decen cy . 
He grew co n tin u ­ 
o u sly mo re dan gero u s u n til he was ar­ 
raign ed in co u rt fo r misdemean o r. At 
Dr. Ho llan der's su ggestio n his head 
was o p erated u p o n . 
An in clsio fl was made o n to p an d 
carried v ertically do wn ward to each 
ear. When the tissu es ab o v e the right 
ear were rev ealed sigu s o f an o ld in ­ 
ju ry were fo u n d. 
Sev eral trep hin ln gs 
were made an d the b o n e cu t away . 
The memb ran es o f the b rain sho wed 
traces o f an o ld hemo rrhage. 
The re­ 
gio n was treated an tisep tically an d 
the wo u n d was clo sed. 
It healed, an d 
the p atien t b ecame a refo rmed charac­ 
ter. He n o t o n ly lo st his immo ral an d 
in decen t p ro p en sities, b u t sho wed a 
desire to p lease an d help o thers an d 
was gen erally mo ral.

Pro fesso r Tro u essart o f the Mu seu m 
o f Natu ral Histo ry declared b efo re the 
Academy o f Scien ce that there was a 
well defin ed co n n ectio n b etween p ru n es 
an d Imldn ess.
